Power-rate 
hike proposed

Nova Scotia Power Inc. says 
a still-sagging pulp-and- 
paper industry and the tran¬ 
sition to renewable energy 
are behind a proposed rate 
increase in the next two 
years. 

NSPI will ask the prov¬ 
ince’s Utility and Review 
Board to approve three per 
cent rate increases for both 
2013 and 2014. The rate 
hike, if approved, will result 
in about $3.50 more on the 
average household’s elec¬ 
tricity bill per month next 
year. 

Rene Gallant, NSPI’s 
vice president of regulatory 
affairs, said the utility’s 
“rate-stabilization plan” 
will be the only rate increas¬ 
es until 2015. 


There will be “no other 
rate applications, no adjust¬ 
ments for fuel costs,” Gal¬ 
lant told reporters. 

“We know that people 
won’t be happy about these 
rate increases. Any rate in¬ 
crease is difficult for fam¬ 
ilies and businesses, espe¬ 
cially in the context of rising 
prices for other items. But 
setting rates the traditional 
way would mean much lar¬ 
ger electricity-price increas¬ 
es for Nova Scotians.” 

NSPI would defer those 
other costs until 2015. 

But Gallant said he 
doesn’t expect ratepay¬ 
ers will notice a difference 
that year — mostly because 
they’re still paying off the 
last $ 140-million deferral, 
granted in 2007. 

Consumer advocate John 
Merrick called the utility’s 
rationale for the increase 
“disturbing.” 

“They’re looking for the 
recovery of capital costs 
or fixed costs, and that’s 
as a result of the two pulp 
plants,” he said. 

“And that means the rate¬ 
payers are paying at least a 
portion of that cost of main-

taining or keeping those 
plants in operation.” 

Merrick is also suspicious 
of the fact NSPI is asking for 
a multi-year deal. 

“It’s a trade-off for a 
regulatory review each time 
they want to increase their 
costs,” said Merrick. 

“And that’s important be¬ 
cause the discipline to have 
to go to the UARB publicly 
and ask for more money 
brings a resistance to it — a 
backlash, if you will — that 
helps in keeping them hon¬ 
est.” 

The public hearing for 
the rate increases is ex¬ 
pected in mid-September, 
with the UARB expected to 
rule in late November or 
early December.

Electricity. Tories want 
to scrap energy plan, 
Liberals looking to 
do away with power 
utility’s 'monopoly’ 



A power-rate increase may be 
bad news for ratepayers, but 
it is great if you need fodder 
for question period. 

Opposition parties piled 
on to the governing NDP 
Tuesday in the provincial 
legislature in the wake of 
news that Nova Scotia Power 
Inc. will be seeking three per 
cent rate increases in both 
2013 and 2014. 

The utility said the rate 
increases will provide some 
stability as they address the 
effect of a sagging pulp-and- 
paper industry, as well as 
the transition to renewable 
energy. 

But Liberal Leader Ste¬ 
phen McNeil didn’t think 
the request was reasonable,

calling on the government to 
break up NSPI’s “monopoly.” 

“We’ve asked this gov¬ 
ernment a number of times 
to do a performance-value 
audit of Nova Scotia Power so 
that this company would ... 
not constantly come back to 
ratepayers for more money,” 
McNeil told reporters at 
Province House. 

The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive caucus wanted nothing 
less than to scrap the prov¬ 
ince’s entire energy plan and 
start from scratch. 

“I believe it’s the job of 
the premier to make sure 
that we have an electricity 
policy that starts from those 
two fundamentals: that rates 


are affordable and that they 
encourage jobs to be cre¬ 
ated,” said Tory Leader Tamie 
Baillie. 

But Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter said that the upfront cost 
of switching to renewable 
energy — such as hydroelec¬ 
tric — will put an end to the 


almost yearly rate hike re¬ 
quests. 

“We’ve seen ... coal prices 
have gone up by almost 75 
per cent over the last six or 
seven years. That’s primar¬ 
ily what drives the cost of 
power,” said Dexter. 

“To suggest that you 


should get off (the renew¬ 
able-energy) path is a sug¬ 
gestion you want to go back 
to the past and continue to 
chain yourself to the inter¬ 
national fossil-fuel market, 
which will inevitably doom 
you to ever higher and high¬ 
er increases.” 


Minister defers comment on missing patient 



Nova Scotia’s health minister 
is deferring comment on the 
latest missing patient from 
the East Coast Forensic Hos¬ 
pital until a report on a previ¬ 
ous incident is complete. 

Maureen MacDonald said 
she’s concerned about Amy 
Elizabeth Ogilvie, 21, who 
has been missing since Friday 
night. 

But MacDonald won’t 
comment on the hospital’s 
unsupervised leave policies 
until the review into Andre 
Noel Denny’s release is com¬ 
plete — likely in the middle 
of the month. 


Denny failed to return 
from an unescorted leave 
from the Burnside hospi¬ 
tal on April 16 and is now 
charged with second-degree 
murder in the killing of Hali¬ 
fax gay rights activist Ray¬ 
mond Taavel. 

“It’s a balance, you know, 
between public safety and 
the rights of patients. These 
people have not been con¬ 
victed of any criminal of¬ 
fence, and they are not 
criminals... They’re patients 
in a mental-health system,” 
MacDonald told reporters 
Tuesday in reference to the 


Ogilvie case. 

“That’s why we have a 
review underway. We will 
review all of our procedures, 
and I’ll wait for the conclu¬ 
sion of that review.” 

When asked if she 
thought the current system 
adequately balanced public 
safety and patients’ rights, 
MacDonald reiterated she’s 
waiting for the completion of 
the review. 

Ogilvie was granted com¬ 
munity access from 7:30 a.m. 
to 9:30 p.m. on Fridays. Police 
were notified after she failed 
to return to the hospital. 


The public was notified 
three days later. 

Concern for patients in¬ 
creases the longer they miss 
treatment, according to 
John Gillis, a spokesman for 
Capital Health. Police have 
requested the public’s assist¬ 
ance in locating Ogilvie. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil demanded on Tues¬ 
day that the minister take 
immediate action. 

“For the minister to just 
step back from it and say 
they’re following the process 
is unacceptable, really,” he

It’s grass, dirt and a few straw 
bales right now, but the 3.5- 
acre lot at the comer of Robie 
Street and Bell Road will start 
looking like a farm in no time. 

The former Queen Eliza¬ 
beth High School site is almost 
ready to be converted into the 
Common Roots Urban Farm. 

The province will be fin¬ 
ishing off some work like re¬ 
moving a water line and tak¬ 
ing down the chain-link fence 
over the next few weeks. And 
until Capital Health makes 
a decision on what to build 
there, it will be an urban 
farm.

school demolition last year, 
the farm will get going by the 
end of this month as loads 
and loads of soil are dumped 
on the site. 

“I think you’ll see the first 
planting by the end of May, 
first of June,” said Roma Ding- 
well, project manager with the 
non-profit Partners for Care 
which is operating the farm. 

There’s huge anticipation, 
she said. “The community has 
been very involved in the de¬ 
sign, the planning and the pro¬ 
gramming and they’ll be veiy 
involved in the build as well.” 

It will take three years 
to fully install the farm. But 
when completed, it will in¬ 
clude an on-site pizza oven, a 
cutting garden where flowers 
will be cut and made into 


bouquets for sale, a demon¬ 
stration farm, a fruit and nut 
orchard, and a therapeutic 
garden for patients of the 
QEII hospital next door. 

Community groups will 


have garden plots and school 
groups will be able to tour the 
site and learn about farming. 

“What we’re trying to do 
is show its possibilities and 
teach people how to grow 


good food,” Dingwell said. 

It’s also a great example of 
what can be done with empty 
lots in the city, she said. 

The gaping hole for the pro¬ 
posed convention centre on Ar- 


gyle Street is one example. 

Dingwell said they’re plan¬ 
ning on having the site for at 
least five years, but it will still 
exist in a smaller form once a 
building is constructed there. 


HEAT is on for nine people wanted by police 



Hoping for the same success 
as a previous effort, Halifax 
Regional Police released a 
new HEAT list on Tuesday. 

It’s a list of nine names 
and photos of people wanted 
for outstanding warrants in¬ 
cluding kidnapping, assault 
and brealc-and-enter, to name 
a few. There are eight men 
and one woman on the list. 

The HRP-RCMP high-risk 
enforcement action team 
(HEAT) sends out a want¬ 
ed list about eveiy three 
months. Once the public gets 


on board, their success rates 
are tremendously high. 

Only one of nine people on 
the last list is still unaccount¬ 
ed for: Steve Skinner is want¬ 
ed for charges of murder and 
assault with a weapon. 

Police spokesman Const. 
Brian Palme ter said more 
than half of the arrests last 
time were a direct result of 
residents seeing the suspects 
and calling police. 

“When we view people 
accessing our web pages ... it 
spikes when we put out one 


of these HEAT lists,” Palmeter 
said. “The fact we get so many 
calls from the public is proof 
that these lists have a value 
and they’re working.” 

On top of the new list is 
Cardinell Junior Senior, a 
32-year-old wanted by Toron¬ 
to police for kidnapping, for¬ 
cible confinement, extortion, 
trafficking and other charges. 

Investigators in Ontario 
believe he has contacts in 
Nova Scotia and could be in 
the area.

Five days of agony: ‘You were 
wailing every minute for news’ 


May 9,1992. Brother 
of victim who died 
in Westray mine

“Was Glenn working last 
night?” Allen Martin got his 
parents out of bed to ask. 

Yes, they responded, mak¬ 
ing his fears reality. 

“There’s been an explo¬ 
sion,” he told them. 

Immediately his mother 
threw up. 

Martin hadn’t wanted to ask 


his parents 
the ques¬ 
tion, but 
after read¬ 
ing about 
the disaster 
and hearing 
about it on 
the radio, he 
just had to 
know if his 
brother had been there. 

He tried to go to the mine it¬ 
self, but they wouldn’t let him 
in, so he went to the Sobeys in 
Stellarton with a pair of bin¬ 
oculars and tried to see if he 
could spot Glenn’s vehicle. But 
he couldn’t tell for sure, so he 
reluctantly went to his parents. 

For five days his family and 


those of the other miners were 
tortured by worry as they wait¬ 
ed at the Plymouth Fire Hall for 
word on their relatives. 

“You were waiting every 
minute for news,” says Martin. 

Ultimately, it came five days 
later. The search was being 
called off, with experts saying 
that no one could have sur¬ 
vived the blast and that it was 
too dangerous to continue try¬ 
ing to recover the bodies of 11 
men remaining. 

Twenty-six men died in the 
Westray mine explosion 20 
years ago today. 

Among them was 35-year- 
old Glenn Martin. 

There is nothing left of the 
Westray mine now. The build-

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Case of navy officer 
accused of espionage 
adjourned until June

The case of a Bedford navy in¬ 
telligence officer accused of 
espionage has been adjourned 
until next month because his 
lawyer has not yet received all 
the files in the case. 

Mike Taylor, who is repre¬ 
senting Sub-Lt. Jeffrey Delisle, 
requested the adjournment in 
provincial court Tuesday to al¬ 
low the Crown more time to 
vet and then release relevant 
documents to him. 

Taylor said the disclosure 
was “quite voluminous,” add¬ 
ing that it will take security of¬ 
ficials time to go through every 
file to check for sensitive infor¬ 
mation before handing it over 
to the defence. 

He said there were notes 
that had to be released by in¬ 


vestigators and viewed by “a 
few layers” of security. 

“There are a few agencies 
that have a potential interest 
in this and they want to deter¬ 
mine whether or not they are 
going to make claims of priv¬ 
ilege and whether or not they 
want to continue to block some 
of the information from being 
released,” he said outside court. 

The 41-year-old was denied 
bail during his last court ap¬ 
pearance in March and has 
been in custody at the Central 
Nova Scotia Correctional Facil¬ 
ity in Burnside since his arrest 
in January. 

He was charged under a sec¬ 
tion of the Security of Informa¬ 
tion Act that was passed by the 
House of Commons after the 
terrorist attacks in the United 
States on Sept. 11, 2001. 

The RCMP say the charges 
against Delisle mark the first 
time that anyone has been 
charged under that section of 
the act. 

Taylor said he wasn’t con¬ 
cerned at this point that he

McClintic, who is already 
serving a life sentence after 
pleading guilty to first-degree 
murder, testified that Rafferty 
urged her to kidnap a young 
girl, that he raped the girl, 
and that pent-up rage from 
her own childhood traumas 
caused McClintic to snap and 
murder Tori. 

That testimony marked 
a change from what she 
told police for years — that 
Rafferty was the one who 
killed Tori with a hammer.

American explosive experts are 
dissecting a new-and-improved 
al-Qaida underwear bomb 
seized before it could blow up a 
U.S.-bound commercial airliner 
— but even as they work, the 
foiled terrorist plot has swiftly 
and predictably become polit¬ 
ical fodder. 

The CIA and its overseas 
partners thwarted the attack 
following a covert Yemeni in¬ 
telligence operation. Those be¬ 
hind the plot apparently hoped 
to take down a plane, but U.S. 
officials revealed Tuesday that 
the would-be bomber at the 
heart of the plot was actually 
an informant working for the 
CIA and Saudi Arabian intel¬ 
ligence.

Credit card 
companies 
under fire 


Dictating terms. Visa, 
MasterCard issuers set 
up perverse system: 
Competition Bureau 


Canada’s credit card system is 
a “perverse” place where shop¬ 
pers who pay with cash or debit 
subsidize purchases made with 
credit cards, the Competition 
Bureau argued Tuesday in its 
opening salvo against Visa and 
MasterCard. 

That’s because merchants 
pay high fees for accepting 
credit cards and those costs 
are passed on to all consumers, 
the bureau’s lead counsel Kent 
Thomson said in his opening 
statement to a tribunal hearing 
whether credit card companies 
are engaging in anticompeti¬ 
tive behaviour. 

Presenting the case for the 
Competition Bureau, Thom¬ 
son argued that the restrictive

contracts put in place by Visa 
and MasterCard allow the two 
credit card companies — which 
represent 92 per cent of the 
market — to essentially dictate 
terms to merchants. 

As Thomson pointed out, 
Visa and MasterCard charged 
merchants about $5 billion 
in fees for the privilege of ac¬ 
cepting payments by custom¬ 
ers using the cards, charges 
that merchants recoup through 
higher consumer prices. 

Those fees, which range 
from 1.5 to 3 per cent on pur¬ 
chases, are among the highest 
in the world, he said.

Clearwater Seafoods Inc. saw 
its first-quarter results swing 
to a loss of $2.9 million, but 
says it’s optimistic about the 
future as demand for seafood 
continues to outpace supply. 

Canada’s largest shellfish 
and lobster producer said 
Tuesday the loss amounted 
to nine cents per share, down 
from a profit of $1.8 million or 
a penny per share in the same 
quarter a year ago. 

Sales grew 2.4 per cent to 


$70.1 million from $69.2 mil¬ 
lion, due to higher sales prices 
and volumes. 

Despite the first-quarter 
loss, the company said it re¬ 
mains confident that global 
demand for seafood is out¬ 
stripping supply, creating fa¬ 
vourable market dynamics for 
producers like Clearwater. 

“Demand has been driven 
by growing worldwide popula¬ 
tion, shifting consumer tastes, 
and rising incomes and pur¬ 


chasing power of middle-class 
consumers in emerging econ¬ 
omies,” the company said in a 
statement. 

“The supply of seafood is 
limited and is expected to lag 
the growing demand in the 
industry.” 

The company expects sales 
to ramp up in the latter part 
of the year, but said it is on 
track to achieve its goal of five 
per cent year-over-year sales 
growth.

Maurice Sendalc, author of an

You may not immediately recognize the name, but if you were 
ever a kid, you’ll remember his book. 

Where the Wild Things Are is the story about the kid who 
was busted for “making mischief” in his wolf costume and sent 
to bed without his supper. Confined to quarters, his imagination 
set sail and encountered the Wild Things. They were very scary 
but he conquered them by staring into their yellow eyes, “not 

blinking once.” The creatures

made Max their king and 
then let the wild rumpus 
begin. 

They roared their terrible 
roars, and gnashed their ter¬ 
rible teeth. Everybody had a 
great, totally awesome time, 
but Max got homesick and 
so he said goodbye to the 
Wild Things and went home, 


where his mom was waiting and his supper was still hot. 

Oh, that Maurice Sendalc. 

It’s hard to believe, but Where the Wild Things Are is one of 
the most banned books in America (land of free speech) because 
back in 1963, when it was published, little kids did not get to be 
angry and roar their terrible roars, especially at their parents. 

Sendak is responsible for another one of the most banned chil¬ 
dren’s books in America, In the Night Kitchen, in which Mickey 
floats up from his bed, loses his PJs, ends up in the Night Kitchen 
and is nearly baked naked into the Morning Bread by three chefs 
who look like a cross between Oliver Hardy and Hitler. 

Whatever. Sendak did not care what the officials and the 
librarians thought. He only cared what the kids thought: “Kids go 
for what they enjoy,” he said. “They aren’t star-chasers and they 
don’t suck up. It’s why I like them.” 

As much as he professed to dislike grown-ups, I think Sendalc 
liked the little kid who lurks within. He brought all us kids — 
big, little, inner and outer — together at bedtime so we could 
have one last wild rumpus before the fights went out on another 
day. 

And now the fight has gone out forever on Sendak. With him 
went another piece of a rapidly vanishing spirit — the open- 
minded, progressive creativity somehow kindled in the second 
half of the 20th century, despite (or perhaps in defiance of) two 
world wars. 

Fortunately, the creatures of his imagination, the Wild Things, 
will five on — in our hearts, in our minds and in our terrible

After a year of working at a 
comfortable management desk 
job right out of business school, 


I was pulled into my boss’s of¬ 
fice and was told it was time for 
a “critical experience.” 

As my boss was speaking, all 
I remember hearing were the 
words “working off-shift” and I 
knew that I was headed to man¬ 
age the night shift. 

Ego-deflating critical experi¬ 
ences might involve relocating 
to a field office in the middle of 
nowhere, working on the small¬ 
est and most un-sexy brand 
(like my male friend working 
on a feminine-hygiene brand), 


or completing mundane data 
entry that even a monkey could 
perform. 

These entry-level critical 
experiences are never the jobs 
you hear about at university — 
however, their intention is sim¬ 
ple and important: to test your 
devotion to the company and 
accelerate your understanding 
of the business from cocky new 
grad to competent leader. 

While they’re not fun, these 
experiences are highly benefi¬ 
cial and if you want to move up 


to the executive levels — or at 
least beyond the entry level — 
you must embrace and succeed 
at these critical experiences. 

It’s often said that those 
who reach the stratospherically 
successful plateaus in life and 
career are those who can han¬ 
dle the quickest pace of change. 

I would go a step further 
and say that they are also the 
ones who seek out and learn 
from the most adverse scenar¬ 
ios. It sounds counter-intuitive, 
but these adversity-craving 
people realize that adversity is 
where the growth is and don’t 
shy away from it. 

For me, working the 
night shift meant drastically 
changing one of the most fun¬ 
damental and steadfast struc¬ 
tures in my life: my routine. 
While challenging, it was one 
of the best things for me. Not 
only was I making executive 
calls affecting a large team of 
employees and having a sig¬ 
nificant impact on costs and 
budget, but I learned to be 
adaptable in life and to be more 
open to change. 

Around this time I read that 
online retailer Zappos (Fortune 
rated it one of the best corpor¬ 
ate cultures in America) would 
pay $2,000 to any associate who 
decided to resign. Their phil¬ 
osophy was simple: If you don’t 
love working at Zappos, you 
aren’t going to do a good job. 

This was the challenge I 
posed to myself, and what I 
challenge you to do when faced 
with an adverse critical experi¬ 
ence: summon the strength 
to suffer well (ideally, you will 
eventually be promoted).

Ben Russell might be the 
underdog, but he’s very much 
in the race to earn a spot at the 
Summer Olympics. 

The Dartmouth native, bat¬ 
tling Mark Oldershaw for Can¬ 
ada’s Olympic spot in the C-l 
1,000 metres, was one of eight 
Nova Scotians named to the 
national sprint canoe-kayalc 
roster for World Cup events in 
Poland this weekend and Ger¬ 
many the following weekend. 

Russell, who finished 1.4 
seconds behind Oldershaw at 
last weekend’s Olympic trials 
in Gainesville, Ga., needs to bet¬ 
ter Oldershaw at both events to 
clinch a spot in London. 

“He showed (with his per¬ 
formance at last weekend’s 
trials) he deserves to be there 
and he’s going to push Mark,” 
said Peter Niedre, Canada’s in¬ 
terim high-performance direc¬ 
tor. “It’s not going to be easy 


for Mark to get that Olympic 
spot.” 

The 24-year-old Russell, 
whose older brother Andrew 
went to the 2008 Olympics in 
Beijing, was more than seven 
seconds behind Oldershaw at 
the three-quarter pole in Sat¬ 
urday’s race in Gainesville, Ga., 
but closed that gap by more 
than five seconds over the final 
250 metres. 

Dartmouth’s Jason Mc- 
Coombs, a young up-and-com- 
er who just turned 19, is in a 
similar battle for an Olympic 
spot. He needs to beat Aaron 
Rublee at both World Cups to 
clinch Canada’s C-l 200-metre 
spot in London. Rublee beat 
McCoombs by 0.051 of a second 
at last weekend’s trials. 

“He feels he has something 
to prove for sure,” Niedre said. 
“He’s so young and on the way, 
I don’t think he’s afraid of any¬ 
thing.” 

Canada will race five men’s 
boats but no women’s boats at 
the Olympics. Four are already 
confirmed in K-l and C-l 200 
and 1,000. The fifth will be 
either the K-2 200 or 1,000. 

Windsor’s Ryan Cochrane 
and his K-2 200 partner Hugues 
Foumel head to the World 
Cups needing to show they 
have better Olympic medal po¬ 
tential than the K-2 1,000 team 
of Richard Dober Jr. and Steve 
Jorens and several other crews.

A rear-wheel-drive Subaru? 


Surely it must be a misprint. 

But, no, loyal Subie shop¬ 
pers are in for a shock when 
they discover that the new BRZ 
doesn’t drive all four wheels. 

And that’s not all, folks. 
Subaru has teamed up with 
Toyota, which owns a small 
stake in the company, to cre¬ 
ate the BRZ and its doppelga- 
nger that will be marketed on 
these shores as the Scion FR-S. 

Wow, two separate manu¬ 
facturers introducing nearly 


identical models at almost the 
same time. Who would have 
believed it possible — and 
more to the point, why is it 
happening? 

Of course, because it makes 
sound economic sense. It 
costs big bucks to bring any 
brand-new model to market, 
but it’s hard to justify the de¬ 
velopment costs when that 
model is a low-volume sports 
car. Spreading the tooling ex¬ 
penses between two manufac¬ 


turers allows both to more af¬ 
fordably market a vehicle that 
creates some enthusiast buzz 
while also building sales for 
more mainstream metal. 

Toyota is an old hand at 
making sporty coupes (the 
Celica, Supra and MR2 are 
examples) but hasn’t headed 
down that road for years. As 
for Subaru, its last two-door 
effort was the 1990s-era SVX, 
a mildly quirky all-wheel- 
driver that was priced at the 


premium end of the scale. 
This time around, the BRZ 
faces formidable competition 
other than from the Scion FR- 
S. Hyundai’s Genesis coupe is 
a leading contender, but the 
pricier Nissan 370Z is in the 
hunt as well. 

Overall, the BRZ, which 
arrives this spring, promises 
to shake up the sport-coupe 
world with a balanced and 
lightweight package that real¬ 
ly is as sporty as it looks.

Car buyers are fickle, yes, but at 
least we know that hybrids are 


the way of the future, right? 

As it turns out, those buyers 
are fickle, too. 

In a true case of the vehicle 
being greener, but the grass 
not necessarily so, U.S. hybrid 
owners who returned to the 
new-vehicle market in 2011 bid 
farewell to their fuel-efficient 
and eco-friendly rides at a sur¬ 
prisingly high rate. 

Even a steady surge in gaso¬ 
line prices throughout North 
America did little to spark 
loyalty among hybrid owners 
last year. 

In a study recently released 


by the automotive consulting 
firm R.L. Polk, research found 
that almost two out of three hy¬ 
brid owners (65 per cent) who 
bought a new car in 2011 went 
back to a gasoline-powered 
model. The troubling trend 
for the hybrid market, which 
sucks up billions in automaker 
development dollars, is based 
on Polk’s analysis of U.S. regis¬ 
tration data and purchasing 
trends for 75,000 former hy¬ 
brid owners who bought a new 
vehicle last year. 

The Polk study doesn’t of¬ 
fer any specifics or reasons for 


the lack of loyalty from hybrid 
owners, which is obviously key 
to understanding the issue. 
Popular speculation, however, 
is that the premium price for 
hybrid technology, countered 
by improving fuel-efficiency in 
gas engines — whether real or 
perceived — as well as the ever- 
increasing number of hot new 
choices in the compact seg¬ 
ment, are steering drivers back 
to the tried-and-true fuel-only 
models. 

“The lineup of alternate- 
drive vehicles and their pre¬ 
mium price points just aren’t 
appealing enough to consum¬ 
ers to give the (hybrid) segment 
the momentum it once antici¬ 
pated,” said Lacy Plache, chief 
economist of the automotive 
information agency Edmunds, 
com, in a press release from 
Polk. 

“Especially given the grow¬ 
ing strength of fuel economy 
among compact and mid-size 
competitors.” 

Repurchasing rates vary 
across different hybrid models, 
with the highest loyalty levels 
belonging to the Toyota Prius, 
of course, the most popular 
hybrid in North America with 
about half of the overall seg¬ 
ment sales. 

In fact, according to Polk’s 
analysis, if the Prius were re¬ 
moved from the repurchase 
equation, less that one-quarter 
of previous U.S. hybrid owners 
chose another hybrid as their 
new-vehicle purchase in 2011. 

That said; overall hybrid 
sales in the United States have 
still doubled since 2007, even 
if all drivers aren’t coming 
back for seconds. In fact, sales 
of the Chevrolet Volt doubled 
in March when compared to a 


month earlier. 

“Having a hybrid in the 
product lineup can certainly 
give a brand a competitive edge 
when it comes to attracting 
new customers,” said Brad 
Smith, director of loyalty man¬ 
agement practice for Polk. 

But hybrid manufacturers 
have come under increased 
scrutiny as more data about the 
real-world fuel-consumption 
figures becomes available for 
these combo electric-gas-pow- 
ered vehicles. Your mileage 
may vary? Indeed. 

California woman Heather 
Peters won a small-claims case 
against Honda in February 
when the court found the auto¬ 
maker misled her to believe her 
2006 Civic hybrid could get 50 
mpg. She said she gets about 
30 mpg. The ruling sparked a 
firestorm of negative media for 
Honda and the entire hybrid 
market. 

With fuel consumption that 
can widely vary depending on 
how a hybrid is driven, where 


it is driven and in what climate, 
unfamiliar technology, uncer¬ 
tain resale values and generally 
higher up-front cost of hybrid 
vehicles, Plache said several 
obstacles “will need to be over¬ 
come” before sales and loyalty 
levels increase in the hybrid 
segment. 

Surprisingly, volatile gas 
prices during the past four 
years — which ranged from 
about $2 to $4.50 in the United 
States — had a negligible im¬ 
pact on hybrid loyalty. 

And with recent research 
showing that it often takes sev¬ 
eral years worth of fuel savings 
to offset the premium paid for 
hybrid vehicles, reluctance is 
still in air. 

“The repurchase rates of hy¬ 
brid vehicles are an indication 
that consumers are continuing 
to seek alternative solutions to 
high fuel prices,” Smith said. 

“We haven’t landed on a 
definitive answer as far as what 
the technology is going to be 
that customers will embrace.”
